GENEVA (?—The International Commission of 
Jurists Sunday charged that Red China had engaged 


in a campaign of killing, torture, rape, abduction and 


forced sterilization in Tibet 

The commission published a 340- 
page report based mostly on ac- 
counts by Tibetan refugees who 
fled to India after the futile rev- 
olution of March 1959. The report 
also included testimony by Tibet's 
spiritual and political leader, the 
Dalai Lama, and gave extracts 
from official Chinese publications. 


It was drafted by an 11-member 
international committee on Tibet, 
headed by Purshottam Trikam- 
das, senior advocate at the Su- 
preme Court of India. The com- 
mission is a private organization 
from non-Communist parts of the 
world. 


POPULATION STERILIZED 


The Dalai Lama told the com- 
mittee the entire male and female 
population of two or three villages 
was forcibly sterilized ‘‘under the 
pretext of preventing certain epi- 
demic diseases.” 


He said sterilization was first 
practiced on an experimental ba- 
sis in 1957 at Chuni, a town of 
2,000 population in Amdo province 
of eastern Tibet. This was seven 
years after the Communists en- 
tered remote, mountainous Tibet 
and launched their repression 
campaign.

U.S. Says Mix, 
State Says No.

NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) — 
The future of public schools in 
New Orleans —and possibly all 
Louisiana—was hidden Sunday in 
a maze of federal and state liti- 


gation over partial integration 
here. 


If a U.S. District Court order 
ig obeyed—and there is no indi- 
cation it will be—public schools 
here will open Sept. 8 on a de- 
segregated basis for the first time 
since Reconstruction days. 


USE FORCE 


U.S. Atty. M. Hepburn Many, 
asked what method would be used 
to enforce the court order, re- 
plied: “‘What the court orders is 
law. We as citizens should live 
according to the law. However, 
the court will use whatever force 
is necessary. The greater resist- 
»ance, the greater the force.” 


State law permits the governor 
to close every public school in 
Louisiana to prevent integration 
in any one of them. 


The question of closing all 
Louisiana public schools if those 
here are integrated is “‘something 
we'll go into later,’’ Gov. Jirhimie 
H. Davis said last month. 


NOTHING CAN BE DONE 


Lloyd J. Rittiner, president of 
the five-member Orleans Parish— 
county—school board, said “I be- 
lieve there is absolutely nothing 
that the governor or the attorney 
general can do to maintain a seg- 
regated school system in: Louisi- 
ana.”” 


The federal plan, drafted by 
U.S. Dist. Judge J. Skelly Wright, 
orders desegregation of the first 
grades of the 65 white and 53 Ne- 
gro elementary schools. This or- 
der was directed to the school 
board last May 16 when the board 
said it was barred by state law 
from offering an integration plan 
of its own. 


INJUNCTION SOUGHT 


Judge Wright’s order made it 
optional for first-graders to attend 
“either the formerly all white pub- 
lic school nearest their home, or 
the formerly all Negro public 
school nearest their home.” 


Late last month the Louisiana 
Civil District Court here ordered 
the school board to take no action 
whatever toward reclassifying the 
schools. 


On Aug. 10, U.S. District Court 
will hear a motion filed by Ne- 
gores who seek to block the gov- 
ernor or state attorney general 
from any action to prevent inte- 
gration next month. j 


DOESN’T AFFECT SOME 


If the public schools open as 
scheduled, there will be about 
41,000 white students, 4,000 of 
them in the first grade, and 
about 50,000 Negroes, including 
7,000 first-graders. 


The litigation does not affect 
the large Roman Catholic school 
system which is.segregated and 
says it has no definite date to in- 
tegrate. 


Elsewhere in New Orleans— 
and unaffected by the integration 
controversy —there are segre- 
gated private schools for 3,344 
white and 1,480 Negro pupils. Re- 
cently groups of white parents, 
fearing there will be no _ public 
schools open next month, have 
taken out charters to establish 
more private schools.

MOSCOW (AP) — A new state- 
ment of Communist beliefs print- 
ed in Pravda Sunday said there 
is “‘no fatal inevitability of war,”’ 
despite what Marx and Lenin 
wrote many years ago. 


This is so, the Communist par- 
ty paper stated, because the Com- 
munist world is now powerful 
enough to prevent the “imperial- 
ists’’ from starting a war. 


In a lengthy article, a leading 
Soviet scholar, Yury Frantsev, 
concluded that peaceful coex- 
istence between communism and 
capitalism is possible, according 
to the Marxist-Leninist analysis in 
present-day circumstances. 


The Pravda article thus argued 
against the old guard Communist 
belief—often voiced by Chinese 
Communists — that war is inevit- 
able as long as capitalism exists, 
precisely as Lenin said more than 
40 years ago.

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Senate Reopening 
Signals Great Duel 


The biggest political duel in recent 
History begins today with the reconven- 
ing of the U.S. Senate. The stakes are 
the White House and the future of the 
pation. 
~ When members of the House return a 
week later the pattern of the duel will 
already be well established. But the sit- 
uation on the floor of the Senate is un- 
frecedented and supercharged with poli- 
tics and ambition. Never before has so 
much potential power resided in that al- 
Ways powerful body. 

Presiding over the Senate, of course, 
will be the GOP presidential nominee, 
Richard M. Nixon. The Democratic vice 
presidential choice, Lyndon B. Johnson, 
will be serving as majority leader still. 
But dominant over the Senate and Con- 
gress itself will be Sen. John F. Kennedy, 
the Democratic nominee whose selection 
at Los Angeles makes him the real ma- 
jority leader and chief of the party as 
well. 

Serving within the Senate, then, will 
be the next. president of the United 
States. This means the congressional ses- 
sion will be political and the pressure 
upon House and Senate members will be 
terrific. 

Major pending legislation includes the 
minimum wage bill, housing legislation, 
medical care for the aged, and federal 
aid to schools. To this may be added civil 
rights proposals and additional defense 
spending. Sen. Russell has served notice 
of filibuster if the GOP manages to get 
extreme rights bills to the floor. 

There will be a tendency to play fast 
and loose with taxpayers’ funds as the 
Democrats attempt to present a com- 
pleted program to the people. There is 
the threat of Eisenhower vetoes on heavy 
spending bills. Either way the Democrats 
stand to gain. 

The big test for both parties and for 
the nation is to demonstrate that govern- 
ment can remain responsible, with its 
major programs intact, during the months 
ahead. With Mr. Khrushchev cooking up 
new crises and with our allies looking on, 
we cannot afford to destroy our basic 
unity on national goals.

Most Displaced Persons 
Prefer Private H ousing 


Critics of urban renewal have often 
insisted that it is closely allied to public 
housing. And that, they insist, is one thing 
we have enough of in Atlanta. 

Whether we do have enough of it or 
not, this attempt to equate renewal and 
subsidized housing is unfair—and false. 

Here is an interesting fact brought out 
in Barbara Milz’s survey of urban re- 
newal in Sunday’s paper: 

Eighty-seven families have had to be 
relocated because of renewal programs 
here so far. Sixty-seven bought new 
homes. Seventeen are renting houses from 
private owners. Three are in _ public 
housing projects. 

“People make slums” is a familiar 
charge. No doubt some people do. How- 
ever, the majority of people who are 
forced to live in substandard housing 
are apparently willing and able to pay 
their own way in clean, decent housing— 
if it is available.

This community has already suffered 
enough in loss of life due to this idiotic 
form of thrill seeking.

1960 ‘Boom Year’ Is 
Bit Late Materializing 


With reconvening of Congress the na- 
tion will hear much of “growthmanship” 
and the Republican handling of our eco- 
nomic destiny. And there are signs of 
danger which all the political oratory can- 
not obscure.

Gracewood School for Mental Defec- 
tives tops the Milledgeville State Hos- 
pital by far in cleanliness and care of its 
patients. 


But they have mutual problems—in- 
sufficient facilities and not enough 
trained personnel. 


Gracewood has a waiting list of ap- 
proximately 800 which is an increase of 
25 per cent over a year ago. 


In an effort to relieve overcrowded 
conditions there, more than 100 mentally 
retarded children have been sent to the 
State Hospital. They don’t belong there as 
was evidenced in the horrors found by 
staff writer Jack Nelson and Clayton 
County officials in their visit last week to 
the fourth floor of the Howell Building. 


Since publication of the conditions, 
a mother of one of the youths has re- 
ported a marvelous job has been done in 
making the floor as spick and span as 
possible. Why wasn’t such action taken 
in the first place? 

As to the shortage of trained person- 
nel, the importance of proceeding as 
rapidly as possible with plans for the 
proposed 100-bed Atlanta psychiatric 
center has been emphasized again by Dr. 
William Rottersman, chairman of Gov. 
Vandiver’s Advisory Committee on Men- 
tal Institutions. 


Such a facility would help alleviate 
overcrowded conditions at both institu- 
tions and provide a training program for 
needed personnel. At the rate the State 
Health Department’s recruitment pro- 
gram is going, it is becoming more and 
more apparent that Georgia to a large 
extent must grow and train its own. 


The dearth of planning for the At- 
lanta center remains acute. It’s high time 
that a start in that direction is made.

Ike Won the Elections 
But GOP Lost Ground 


GOP nominee Richard Nixon candidly 
has advised his party that it must come 
from behind to win the November elec- 
tion. He also concedes that the Demo- 
crats will retain control of Congress. 


The GOP faces the unpleasant fact that 
in spite of his great personal popularity 
that helped win two nominations and two 
elections to the White House, President 
Eisenhower is leaving his party weaker 
than when he came. 


When Ike was first nominated in 1952, 
26 of 48 governors were Republicans. To- 
day only 16 are Republicans. During his 
tenure in office the GOP has controlled 
Congress only for the first two years. 

The Democrats steadily have made 
inroads into traditional Republican coun- 
try in New England and the West Coast. 
They have made gains in the GOP strong- 
hold, the Middle West. Kansas and Iowa 
have Democratic governors. North Da- 
kota just recently elected a Democratic 
senator. Polls show a heavy decline of 
GOP supporters among white collar 
workers and among the farmers. 


Nixon knows he is the choice of the 
minority party and that he must reor- 
ganize it for action. Ike has been Presi- 
dent, not a party leader. Nixon must as- 
sume the latter role and he is aware that 
it will be an uphill battle all the way.

What used to be in boyhood the “Fox Theater Corner,” way up 
Peachtree from Loew’s and the Paramount, will henceforth be 
Uptown. An organization named the Uptown Association has been 
formed to plan and develop the area as a unit. 

Uptown will be bounded on the south by North avenue, on the 
east by the Southern railway, on the west by the North Expressway 
and—if you're still with us—on the north by 14th street and Pied- 
mont Park. The Uptown plan is simpler than these directions. 

Already great buildings such as the Biltmore Hotel and Sears, 
Roebuck stand in the uptown area. Look at it from the air and 
Atlanta has two distinct building masses. The bigger mass is the 
traditional central portion of the city; the other is Uptown, where 
the new First National Bank building has risen near the relatively 
new Howell House and a spreading growth of other structures. 

Uptown and Downtown will grow together some day. For now, 
however, the Uptown Association is grouping property owners and 
businessman into a unit that will develop that part of town by plan 
and not by chance. It will even keep some trees. 

Atlanta needs this. We have enough sprawl and jerry-building 


and gaudy pinwheels whizzing on wires. 


It pains the pride to 


have a visitor say “Brother, this town is junky.”’ More say it than 
you imagine, after they have journeyed for the first time past some 


of the local lots.

Campaign Starts 
As 3-Front War 


WASHINGTON — Suddenly 


the presidential 
campaign is a blazing three-front war. Cheerfully 
ignored is that traditional period of undeclared 


and partial armistice between nominating conventions al Labor Day 
which we used to know in presidential election years. This time they 
are going at it immediately and hotly. And it is plain that until elec- 


tion day there will be no pause. 


The first front engages the pres- 
idential aspirants directly. Ken- 
nedy the Democrat, in his GHQ in 
Hyannis Port, Mass., huddles 
with a lengthening list of volun- 
teer lieutenants. And even as he 
draws up his central battle order 
he keeps his main batteries firing 
incessantly upon Nixon, the Re- 
publican. 

Nixon is making his GHQ a mo- 
bile one. He swoops down for a 
few hours into his native Cali- 
fornia. Then he pulls up his for- 
ward command post—which is his 
airplane—and plunges into the 
newest state, Hawaii. His direct 
shelling of Kennedy is, for the 
moment at least, somewhat less 
intense than the fire he is getting 
from that quarter. 


The second front is the battle 
of handouts—the newspaperman’s 
term for the formal statements, 
charges,‘ manifestos and such 
handed out by politicians. The 
multi-copying machines run al- 
ready at burning speed in Ken- 
nedy’s headquarters. They are 
turning fast, too, in Nixon’s rear 
command post here in Washing- 
ton. 


The third front is the floor of 


the U.S. Senate. The Kennedy- 
Johnson forces will, of course, be 


under Kennedy’s ultimate com- 
mand, there as elsewhere. But in 
this one theater of action the sec- 
ond officer, Sen. Johnson, will 
have a great and possibly a de- 
cisive hand in the Kennedy-John- 
son strategy. For in the Senate 
Johnson, as still the majority 
leader, is still the senior officer 
present. 

What Kennedy and Johnson 
mean to do is to run up, in weeks’ 
time, a legislative record of popu- 
lar appeal and liberal cast. These 
bills they will send to President 
Eisenhower to accept or to veto. 
If he accepts them Kennedy. and 
Johnson can properly claim the 
credit—or blame—for what is in 
them. If the President rejects 
them, the Kennedy-Johnson forces 
will counterattack—not the Presi- 
dent but Nixon. But the vice presi- 
dent will not be without his re 
sources on the floor of the Senate. 
He is still its presiding officer. 

Taking all in all, it would ap- 
pear at the moment that Nixon 
was a bit outgunned on each of 
the three fronts of this war. But 
there is this to remember: Nixon 
is still far the most experienced 
national campaigner in the field. 
And he is a field commander who 
before this has turned seeming 
disaster into actual triumph.

Khrushchev Erred 
In Doctrine Blast 


WASHINGTON — Unintentionally Premier 
Khrushchev has focused the attention of the 
entire Western Hemisphere upon the central anxi- 


ety of all the American republics over what is happening to the 
Castro regime in Cuba. He did it by blasting the Monroe Doctrine as 


outdated and meaningless. 

Khrushchev apparently thought 
that the Monroe Doctrine was a 
U.S. device to impose the US. 
will upon Latin America and that 
by attacking it he would under- 
cut the United States and make 
friends for himself in Latin 
America. 


The fact is that Mr. K. is be- 
ing quite a help. His tirade is 
backfiring. It is not the Monroe 
Doctrine which is out of date or 
out of favor. It is Khrushchev’s 
views of the Monroe Doctrine 
which are out of date. 


That’s why his efforts to bury 
the Monroe Doctrine are having 
a different effect than he ex- 
pected. 

There’s good reason. The Mon- 
roe Doctrine is not a unilateral 
U.S. fiat against foreign interven- 
tion in the Western Hemisphere. 
It used to be. It isn’t any longer. 
It is a multilateral commitment 
by all the Western Hemisphere 
nations to join in common de- 
fense against any outside inter- 
vention in the Western Hemis- 


phere. 
Thus, in attacking the Monroe 
Doctrine, a collective bulwark 


against outside intervention, the 
Soviet Premier is suggesting to 
the Organization of American 
States that the Western Hemis- 
phere ought to be open to out- 
side intervention. 

, This latest Khrushchev blast 


cold shudders. By condemning 
aN 
{ 


the principle of non-intervention, 
imbedded in the revised Monroe 
Doctrine and written into the 
charter of the Organization of 
American States, Khrushchev is 
to them advocating the right of 
Soviet intervention. This is the 
last thing they want. And Mr. K., 
by trying to spread fear of the 
United States in Latin America, 
has increased Latin American 
fears of the Soviet Union. 

Further, the Kremlin attack on 
the Monroe Doctrine comes at the 
very time when the Castro re- 
gime is providing the answer to 
what until recently has been this 
unresolved question: Is Castro 
simply conducting a reckless rev- 
olution that may only wreck the 
Cuban nation or is he being led 
into fanning hatred and fear of 
the United States in order to turn 
Cuba into a Communist satellite? 

The reason the Western Hemis- 
phere foreign ministers are meet- 
ing twice this month, first in 
Washington and later in Lima, is 
that the evidence is mounting 
that Cuba is falling steadily into 
the hands of Communists whose 
first loyalty is to Moscow or to 
Peking or to both.

Prayer Is Bridge 


To Power Source 


When I was driving through a mountain 
pass recently, a familiar Bible verse came to 
oe mind. The stalwart and calm dignity of the 
mountains caused me to remember what Israel’s poet had written 


centuries ago: ““They that trust in the Lord shall be as Mount 
Zion, which cannot be removed, but abideth forever. As the moun- 
tains are round about Jerusalem, so the Lord is round about his 
people from henceforth even forever.” (Psalm 125:1-2.) 


As I drove along I had a 
strange sense of kinship and 
fellow-feeling with the poet of 
old. His life and the life most 
of us know are vastly different. 
There is the difference in the 
language we speak, the clothes 
we wear, the food we eat, the 
houses we live in and the work 
we do. His world was to our 
way of thinking very primitive. 

Yet I did not concentrate es- 
pecially on the differences be- 
tween our highly mechanized 
world and his wooden wheel 
civilization. Rather I thought 
that as he had sought path- 
ways to the reality ef God so 
I, his spiritual descendant, re- 
moved by uncounted genera- 
tions, sought also for a fuller 
understanding of God. 


He did not live in a world of 
A-bombs and _ intercontinental 
missiles but there were terrors 
that plagued him by day and 
night as even a casual reading 
of the Psalter indicates. In 
the midst of turmoil and con- 
fusion he found poise and sta- 
bility in his faith in God. God 
was to him like the mountains 
around Jerusalem. As the 
mountains stood strong even 
when man’s mind was in dis- 
order, so God remained firm 
forever. This gave the poet con- 
fidence. 

We need the same sense of 
trust. When we affirm that God 
is eternal, then we may be con- 


fident though all about us trem- 
ble and fall. In a generation of 
change and upheaval we need 
the assurance that there is an 
Anchor which will hold firm, a 
Rock which cannot be shaken, 
a Mountain which shall not 


be removed. “The Lord is the 
true God, he is the living God, 
and an everlasting king’ (Jere- 
miah 10:10). 

Dr. J. A. Hadfield in his book, 
“Psychology and Morals,” 
says, “When men are up 
against life and find that it is 
too much for them, one swears, 
one gets a headache, one gets 
drunk and one prays.” Most 
of us have tried each of these 
ways of overcoming trouble. 
Swearing, at best, compounds 
frustration by irreverently 
blaming God. There is no per- 
manent cure for the headache. 
Medication soothes but does not 
heal. To get drunk merely .post- 
pones that hour when we must 
face with honest candor our- 
selves and our circumstances. 


Through prayer we make 
contact with Him who is the only 
source of confidence and heal- 
ing. In prayer we tap the source 
of confidence and healing. In 
prayer we tap the resources of 
the Eternal. A wonderful pow- 
er is communicated between 
the great heart of God and our 
little, restive hearts.

The old woman smiled at her 
and handed her an old rag doll 
and explained her handicap to 
us in a matter-of-fact tone but 
with the greatest gentleness and 
compassion I have ever heard. 

‘Hit don’t realize,”’ she said. 


I thought of this old woman 
and her mentally defective 
granddaughter when I read the 
latest shameful reports of con- 
ditions among the children pa- 
tients at Milledgeville State 
Hospital. 

“Hit don’t realize,” she had 
said, and there was a world of 
eloquence in the term. The 
poor creature on the floor was 
not a repulsive defective to her, 
but a person, a loved person 
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with a soul. Her handicap, 
mentioned with only the tender- 
est deprecation, was merely the 
one which, the grandmother’s 
tone suggested, afflicts us all in 
some degree or other. She was 
immune to the pleasures and 
pains felt by other people, re- 
moved from normal understand- 
ing and reasoning. She didn’t 
“realize.” 

At the time I pitied the poor 
young woman dragging herself 
over the splintery floor of that 
little cabin, pitied her that she 
hadn’t had the advantage of 
medical attention, tests to de- 
termine if she possessed any in- 
telligence that might be ob- 
scured by physical damage, all

the care and understanding now 
available to mental defectives. 
And yet how much better off 
she was than the children of 
whom we have read in our big 
State Hospital! 

She wasn’t particularly clean. 
The floor of a country kitchen 
in mud season isn’t a model 
of sanitation. But she wasn’t 
filthy. She was fed and bathed 
and clothed. . She had the love 
and constant care of relatives. 


The situation among mentally 
defective children in Milledge- 
ville State Hospital, as reported 
last week by Reporter Jack Nel- 
son, who was led to it by Clay- 
ton Ordinary Joe Lane and Mrs. 
Trudy Boswick of Juvenile 
Court, is unspeakable. Those 
twin lacks, money and staff, 
don’t excuse it. The State of 
Georgia should be ashamed to 
spend tax money on anything 
else as long as even 17 of its 
helpless children exist in filth 
and starvation. 


But, remembering the old 
mountain grandmother, I won- 
der what happened to the par- 
ents, grandparents and other 
relatives of these children. Are 
they blameless? I can see 
how they might find it impos- 
sible to care for these children 
at home, but did they dump 
them at Milledgeville and for- 
get them? 

If relatives visited and saw 
this chamber of horrors and 
reported it to the front office 
at the hospital, I can’t believe 
it would have long prevailed. 
The sad truth is that great num- 
bers of patients in Milledge- 
ville, both young and old, have 
nobody outside who really cares 
what happens to them. Their 
only hope lies in a crusading 
newspaper reporter, a concerned 
social worker like Mrs. Boswick

nedy’s fellow Democratic sena- 
tors said, “Kennedy got jumped 
on by Barry Goldwater and the 
big business people and by the 
White House and he also got him- 
self called a traitor by the labor 
unions when he tried to make a 
compromise with the Republicans. 
It is hardly a field of endeavor 
that a cute and cautious candi- 
date for president would care to 
get into.” 


Kennedy has tried to author a 
new labor law to satisfy both his 
brother Bobby and AFL-CIO Pres- 
ident George Meany — something 
that could curb the Jimmy Hoffa 
type of labor dictator and at the 
same time be acceptable to the 
professional union leaders. That 
Republicans in Washington have 
sought to keep Kennedy from get- 
ting credit for such a law was 
indicated in 1958 when with the 
Republican Sen. Ives of New 
York, Kennedy sponsored the 
Kennedy-Ives bill. After its de- 
feat in the House, Ives said that 
“one of the chief factors” in its 
defeat was the fact that it had 
Kennedy’s name on it. He added 
that he thought the attitude of 
his fellow Republicans on the 
measure was “pretty small po- 
tatoes.” 


Kennedy tried again in 1959 with 
the same bill, this time in co- 
sponsorship with another Demo- 
crat, Sen. Ervin of North Caro 
lina, because he could not find a 
Republican willing to back him. 
Bobby Kennedy’s boss on the 
Senate Rackets Committee, Sen. 
McClellan of Arkansas, went 
along with the Kennedy-Ives bill, 
but McClellan wanted a law 
tougher on union officials than 
the Kennedy-Ervin bill. Compro- 
mising here and there with the 
Republicans and Southern Demo- 
crats, Kennedy engineered his bill] 
through the Senate successfully. 


But when it came before the 
House, President Eisenhower at- 
tacked it hard on a national tele- 
vision appearance, urging instead 
the stiffer Landrum-Griffin bill. 
Efforts to work out a compromise 
between the Senate’s bill and the 
Landrum-Griffin bill, which 
passed in the House, 303 to 125, 
reached a tense and bitter stage. 
In the end, the 1959 labor law was 
not at all what Kennedy had 
wanted. But he tried to be cheer- 
ful about it, and called it the 
best bill that could be obtained. 


SHOWED HOW TO WIN 


Meanwhile, in 1958, Kenhedy 
impressed the Democrats 
mightily with his performance as 
a popular vote-getter par excel- 
lence in his run for reelection to 
the Senate in Massachusetts. The 
registered vote was a record high 
for a year that had no Presiden- 
tial race, 2,556,300, and the num- 
ber of persons who showed up at 
the polling places, 1,952,855, or 
76.4 percent of those registered, 
was also unprecedented in an off- 
year. No less than 73.6 percent of 
them, or 1,362,926, voted for Jack. 


Kennedy’s opponent, Vincent J. 
Celeste, an East Boston Italian- 
American, got 488,318 votes, giv- 
ing Kennedy a plurality of 874,608, 
an all-time record for the state. 


Kennedy’s 1958 campaign was 
quite different from his effort in 
1952 in many respects. Jack spent 
only one month, instead of eight 
months, touring the state. But 
even in that limited time he 
visited nearly every town. The 
same statewide Kennedy organ- 
ization that had been organized in 
1952 swung back into action 
again under the direction of Larry 
O’Brien and Kenny O’Donnell. 


FAMILY COMES HOME 


All the Kennedys, with the ex- 
ception of Pat, who was having 
another baby in California, came 
back to Boston again, although 
Bobby took only two weeks off 
from the investigations of the 
Teamsters’ Union. Steve Smith, 
Jean’s husband, ran the Kennedy 
office in Boston. Jackie was at 
the Senator’s side during most of 
his campaign. 

There were no big tea parties 
for the women voters as there 
had been in Jack’s bachelor days 
in 1952, but the tone of the 1958 
compaign reached a new high in 
gentility. There were many show- 


ings of films on TV stressing the | 


Kennedy’s family life and point- 
ing out to the Republicans how 
nicely Jack worked in Washing- 
ton with his fellow senator from 
Massachusetts, the Proper Bos- 
tonian Republican Leverett Sal- 
tonstall. 


CURLEY RECALLED 


Such polite treatment from a 
Democratic Irish Catholic must 
have reminded the thin-faced,

Kennedy was the biggest bene- 
ficiary of any Demecratic presi- 
dential aspirant in the 1958 state 
and congressional elections.

overseas and at home by the 
United States government. 


Jack Kennedy grimly rode out 
the storm, and two months later, 
just after he formally announced 
his presidential candidacy 
January, there came the Fe 
ishing news that Gov. Michael 
DiSalle was giving Kennedy the 
crucial support of Ohio’s 64 con- 
vention votes. The same Wash- 
ington prophets who had said 
that Bishop Pike’s question had 
finished Kennedy, now hailed the 
young senator’s finesse as 4 
campaigner and agreed that, aft- 
er all, Kennedy was the only 
Democrat with enough popular 
appeal to give Richard Nixon a 
race. 


But there were still many ob- 
stacles to be faced on the rocky 
road to Los Angeles. The first 
tough one was the presidential 
primary battle in Wisconsin 
against Sen.

Cuba Threatens to Grab

jammed into the Havana baseball 
stadium for the closing session of 
a leftist Latin-American Youth 
Congress snakedanced wildly in 


‘the rain and roared approval. 


Thus in dramatic fashion, the 
bearded revolutionary leader 
raised the question of how long 
his regime will recognize the 1934 
treaty giving the United States the 
southeast Cuban naval base for an 
annual rental of $3,600. 


His brother, Raul Castro, was 
quoted recently in Athens as say- 
ing on his way back from a visit 
behind the Iron Curtain that the 
Cuban regime would not attempt 
to drive the Americans. from 
Guantanamo. 


In a voice at times almost chok- 
ing with rage, Castro ridiculed 
U.S. democracy and the Monroe 
Doctrine and boasted that what he 
called a Soviet military advantage 
would prevent “the Yankees from 
impeding the liberation of col- 
onized peoples.” 


Castro denounced as a “Yankee 
maneuver” the forthcoming meet- 
ing of the Organization of Ameri- 
can States to consider the threat 
of Soviet penetration in the West- 
ern Hemisphere. 


PHONE COMPANY TAKEN 


Swept down the drain of expro- 
priation were the Cuban Electric 
Co., the Cuban Telephone Co., 
Esso, Texaco and Sinclair Oil 
Companies, the United Fruit Co. 
and 36 sugar mills owned by 21 
American firms. The total valua- 
tion is about 770 million dollars. 
Some of them previously had been 
taken over in part by the Cuban 
government. 


Castro declared the expro 
priation was in retaliation for the 
recent U.S. cut in the Cuban sugar 
quota and “the notorious—U.S.— 
attitude of political and economic 
aggression” against Cuba. 


The Prime Minister, ordered by 
his doctors to rest from a recent 
lung infection, appeared to have 
big bags under his eyes. He was 
bundled in an oversized trench 
coat despite the 85-degree heat. A 
canopy over the speaker’s plat- 
form protected him from the rain. 


VOICE FAILS ONCE 


Once his voice failed complete- 
ly. His brother Raul, minister of 
armed forces, took over and made 
the first announcement of the ex- 
propriation decree. 


Then Castro returned to the mi- 
crophone and read the decree he 
and President Osvaldo Dorticos 
signed just before they left for the 
ball park. 

Castro said the United Fruit Co. 
henceforth will be known as the 
Guatemala Co. in honor of a coun- 
try “betrayed’’ by Washington. 
This was a reference to the leftist 
regime in Guatemala overthrown 
in 1954. 

The Prime Minister first gave 
the impression that the govern- 
ment had taken over all USS. 
property in Cuba. But American 
banks, the 75-million-dollar Moa 
Bay Mining Co., Nicaro, a nickel- 
processing corporation, and a few 
other enterprises were not taken 
over although some are under a 


degree of government control. 


Castro indicated these too may 
soon pass into the hands of the 
regime, declaring: “We can still 
take a few things more away from 
them.” 


He said the seized property will 


be paid for with 50-year bonds at | 


two per cent interest. 


The money to pay for them, he 
added with sarcasm in his voice, 
will come from one-fourth of the 
value of all Cuban sugar bought 
by the United States in excess of 
three million tons yearly at a 
price of 5.4 cents a pound. 


Thus, if the current U.S. sugar- 
buying policy continues, no mon- 
ey would go into the bond fund. 
The United States on July 6 cut 
700,000 tons from Cuba’s 1960 
quota of 3,119,655 tons on which 
the Americans pay a premium. 


Despite the order of his doctors 
to rest, Castro spoke for more 
than three hours, gesticulating 
and flailing his arms. He seemed 
exhausted at the end and threw 
an arm over Raul’s shoulder. But 
he left the park unassisted. 


CROWD ROARS APPROVAL 


The crowd gave a wild ovation 
to Castro, making his first public 
address since July 26, the birth- 
day of his revolution. 


The announcement of the expro- 
priation touched off another big 
demonstration. The crowd bel- 
lowed revolutionary slogans and 
snakedanced to the chant of, 
“Cuba si (yes), Yankees no.” 


Most of the crowd were uni- 
formed militiamen who had been 
ordered to attend. The rest were 
delegates to the youth congress 
from Cuba, elsewhere in Latin 
America, the Soviet Union, Red 
China and other Iron Curtain coun- 
tries. 

A number of the companies na- 
tionalized have been under actual 
control of the revolutionary re- 
gime for some time through the 
vague process known as interven- 
tion. But in theory, at least, the 
companies retained title to the 
property. 


The Cuban Telephone Co., a sub- 
sidiary of the International Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co., for exam- 
ple was intervened in March 1959 
and the last American officials left 
early this year. 


In a statement from New York, 
President Harold S. Geneen of 
IT&T said the company’s equity 
in the Cuban Telephone Co. 
amounted to about 27% million 
dollars. 
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There were these swift develop- 
ments: 


~Tunisia, Ceylon, Argentina 
and Ecuador drafted a resolution 
giving Belgium one week to get 
out of the Congo, ruling out forci- 
ble and possibly bloody entry of 
U. N. troops into Katanga and 
declaring that province's seces- 
sion of a domestic matter for the 
Congolese themselves. 


Later, after consultations with 
their allies, they changed the reso- 
lution to one asking Belgium to 
get out “‘as soon as possible’’ in- 
stead of the one-week deadline. 


—Diplomatic sources said Rus- 
sia was taking an increasingly 
tough line behind the scenes at 
the United Nations and making 
veiled threats to send in Soviet 


armed forces if U. N. forces are 
unable to replace the Belgians 
and end “Belgian aggression.” 


—Congolese President Joseph 
Kasa Vubu met with his Abako 
party in Leopoldville and intro- 
duced a vote of censure against 
Lumumba. It sent a copy to the 
Security Council declaring the 
Lumumba government was incap- 
able of assuring Congolese secur- 
ity. 

The Abako party asked the 
Security Council to envisage a 
confederation of the Congo as 
the only valid solution. Under 
such a confederation Katanga 
and the other provinces would be 
self - governing. 


—In Elisabethville, capital of 
of the Katanga, Premier Moi- 
she Tshombe told UPI Corre- 
spondent Ray Moloney in an in- 
terview: “It is my irrevocable de- 
cision to refuse to accept United 
Nations troops or observers in the 
province.” He accused Lumumba 
of Communist leanings.

NEW YORK—‘“How about,” pens a reader, who 
must be a Mel Allen fan, “something on baseball’s 
forgotten men? I don’t mean the fellow who sits on 
the bench, but the guy who is out there every day 
doing more than his bit to help his club yet hardly 
ever finds his name appearing anywhere except in the 
box score. To read some of the papers you'd think 
the Giants were made up of nine guys named Willie 
Mays and the Yankees had just two players who do 
it all—Roger Maris and Mickey Mantle.” 


As Casey Stengel would say, maybe the fellow’s got some- 
thing. Anyway, while it is true most any manager would give up 
his head for nine guys named Willie Mays—with that many he 
. ee wouldn’t need a head—it is also a fact 
2% that practically every club has its un- 
fs sung heroes. They are fine performers, 
each playing an important role in the 
success of his team. Yet they rarely 
crack the headlines, which seem to 
be monopolized most of the time by 
the glamor boys and an occasional 
| crackpot. 


Seems some fellows are born 
to live in the shadow of others. 
Even the great Lou Gehrig spent 
the greater part of his career hid- 
den behind the huge bulk of a fel- 
low named George Herman Ruth. 
And when the Babe faded out, a 
younger fellow named Joe DiMag- 
gio popped up to keep Larruping 
Lou in the second slot the rest of 
the way. 


On June 3, 1932, Gehrig hit four 
homers in one day, a feat which up to then had been achieved only 
twice in the major leagues. But on that same day John J. McGraw, 
a dominant figure in baseball for more than 30 years, chose to re- 
tire. Columns upon columns were written about the amazing career 
of the Little Napoleon. Lou’s four homers got about four paragraphs. 


And while it is true there are no Lou Gehrigs being overshad- 
owed these days, there nevertheless are any number of fine players 
toiling in the shade of others. Run down the line in the American 
League and you'll find more than a few. 


—That Solid Man for Chisox? He’s Lollar. 


Minnie Minoso, Nellie Fox and Luis Aparicio are the names 
you hear when the White Sox are discussed. But behind the plate 
there’s a fellow who has been the solid man of White Sox teams 
these past seven or eight years. His name is Sherman Lollar. Ap- 
proaching 36, he’s still a brilliant receiver and wicked clutch hitter. 
Eliminate him and the Sox would drop out of the race quicker than 
you could ask, ““‘What happened?’”’ 


Incidentally, it was as a Yankee that Sherman broke into the 
majors back in 1947. George Weiss still squirms when he thinks of 
the deal he made that sent Lollar to the St. Louis Browns in 1948. 
The Yanks even parted with $100,000 for a pitcher—Fred Sanford. 
There were a few others in the deal—Red Embree, Dick Starr and 
Roy Partee. Don’t ask where any of these are today. But Sherm is 
still very much around. 


Maris, Mantle and Yogi Berra are the glamor boys of the 
Yanks. Stil, Yankee pitching being what it is, how close to the 
top would the Bombers be but for the defensive wizardry of a 
youngster named Cletis Boyer? This kid has played third base 
and short in a manner to astound even Stengel, and it takes a 
lot to astound old Casey. 


At a time when—because of the scarcity of talent—Casey finds 
himself hard-pressed to indulge in his favorite two-platooning, young 
Clete is coming nicely to the rescue. 


It will be recalled that during his earlier successes with the 
Yankees, Stengel had a most effective way of manipulating his in- 
field. Against right-handed pitching he would play Bobby Brown, 
who batted left, at third and Gil McDougald at second. Against 
southpaws, McDougald shifted to third and Jerry Coleman played 
second. 


With a slight variation in moves, Casey today is going through 
pretty much the same motions and with equally profitable results. 
Againts right-handers, Boyer plays third, Tony Kubek short. Against 
lefties, McDougald takes over at third and Clete moves to short, 
where his play has been even more of a revelation than it has been 
at third. 


—A Vote for Held and for Kookie Cookie 


“In a few years this kid’s going to make a terrific shortstop,” 
says Casey. Teams with the equally fine play-maker, Bobby Rich- 
ardson, Boyer gives the Yanks a mid-infield combination second 
only to Chicago’s Aparicio-Fox duo. 


In Cleveland, Jimmy Piersall, Vic Power and Tite Francona 
have been grabbing the headlines. Yet it wasn’t until he broke 
a finger that the folks in Cleveland began to appreciate what 
Woody Held meant to the Indians. Woody, who is equipped with 
a powerful throwing arm, played nearly every position until 
he settled at shortstop. With his play there and with his long-ball 
clutch hitting, he has made himself practically indispensable. 
Without him the Indians are hurting all over. 


There are many others you might list in this group if you dig 
just a little below the surface. There is Eddie Yost, still perform- 
ing wonders for the Tigers at third; Billy Gardner, a vastly under- 
rated second baseman with the Senators, and Pete Runnels of the 
Red Sox, who is always hitting well over .300 and playing any- 
where they put him. 


And if you want the year’s “Hidden Manager,” how about 
Cookie Lavagetto, who is doing a most amazing job with what they 
placed at his disposal in Washington?

CLEVELAND (‘#—For the first 
time since March, reports the 
magazine Steel, orders are run- 
ning ahead of shipments in the 
steel industry.

Erratic Genius Sinclair Lewis 


By DEAN JAGGER 

HOLLYWOOD — I remember 
Sinclair Lewis. His nickname 
was ‘‘Red’’ and he would never 
answer to “Mr. Lewis.’’ I knew 
him in New York in the late 
thirties when I was at the be- 
ginning of the first successes of 
an acting career—and he was 
in search of the same. 


He wanted to be an actor in 
the worst way, and, to be 
facetious, that’s exactly what he 
succeeded in doing. He was a 
notoriously bad actor, he even 
admitted as much. But he en- 
joyed himself enormously. 

We met through mutual ac- 
quaintances and soon he was 
coming by the apartment for 
dinner and conversation about 
acting. He could sit there for 
hours, asking questions, testing 
theories. But somehow, in all 
our talks, the subject of his 
books never came up. 

It was almost as if ‘‘Elmer 
Gantry,”’ “‘Main Street,’’ “‘Bab- 
bitt’’ and all the other novels 
that permanently changed the 
literary styles and general line 
of thinking in America had been 
created by someone else. He 
didn’t seem like a fellow who 
had read the books, let alone 
written them. 

GOOD LISTENER 

He was a marvelous listener, 
and that is a prime requisite 
for associating with actors. In 
those days, Lewis often sur- 


ve eS

rounded himself with actors, his 
keen ear and observant eye at- 
tuned to the talk. 

He was a lonely man, as 
many creative people are. Once 
at a party he spoke of acting 
and said something like ‘This 
is much better than burying 
yourself in solitude writing 
books.”” Contact with his audi- 
ence—at last—meant a _ great 
deal to him. 


ACTOR, TOO 
It’s curious that he was not a 


better actor, because the ability 
to see people in truthful detail 
had been his strongest attribute 
as a novelist. He would loved 
to have reached Broadway in a 
play, but his performing . re- 
mained limited to out-of-iown 
tours and summer stock ap- 
pearances. 


I suppose one other reason 
he sought the company of actors 
in those days might have been 
as research material. He was 
notorious for drawing the char- 
acters of his next novel from 
his current companions. 


While he eventually did write 
a book about actors, it was 
most gentle and I couldn't 
recognize any familiar faces 
under other names. I did find 
my own name in the book, and 
that of Van Heflin, another 
actor whose work Lewis par- 
ticularly admired. 


When I went to Hollywood I 
fell out of touch with Lewis. I 
thought of him only rarely, 
such as the time several 
months after his death when I 
came across a series of notes 
from him that I'd saved. They 
advised on the care and feed- 
ing-of a car he sold me in 1939 
at a ridiculously low price. The 
obvious fact in his notes that, 
to him, the car had a person- 
ality, made me smile.
